Dear Harold, 

Thanks for returning the Bayard-D.R.S. book. I received your 73-P a S e analysis 
of the CBS show, and have gone through it in some detail, but have not yet had 
the time to write anything down. Will do so as soon as possible. 

I have purchased the 2 Oswald records from INCA. You have to hear Bringuier 
to believe him. Butler is an ass too. Fascinating material - my strongest reaction 
is that if Oswald was a phony leftist, he was doing a pretty convincing 

job. 

Incidentally, the Stuckey transcript (Sxh. 2) is not even close to 

verbatim. Has anyone examine Stuckey's States-Itera columns which ran during 1962-3? 
One that was reprinted in the Congressional Record (1962, p. A1903) happens to 
mention the Frente's Crusade to Free Cuba, and the fact that Bringuier' s daddy 
was some sort of high-court judge in Cuba. Other columns might be even more 
interesting . 

The INCA records reveal that Boggs' interest was piqued by the Stuckey tape, 
which Butler played for him; that this was one reason he called for and 
supported a presidential commission on the assassination. Both Boggs and Dodd have 
good words for INCA. Butler, who was known to Dodd before the assassination, called 
him and went to Washington, and testified before SIS3 - on Nov. 24! We have been 
trying to track down this testimony . (Dodd said earlier this year that he hoped to 
make it public.) 

I have ordered an extra copy of INCA's printed material, which I Hill send 
to you. 

The enclosed stuff on DeBrueys might be nothing new, but is perhaps important. 

Could you send me 2 copies of each of the 2 different flyers for FW7
